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The Occupy movement is back, 


but will it succeed?

On June 24, protesters in Texas 
marched along the border, rallied out- 
side immigration facilities, and tried to 
block buses carrying migrant detainees. 
On June 27, New York voters elected a 
Democratic Socialist who demands we 
abolish ICE. On June 28, a thousand 
women descended on a Senate building 
in Washington, D.C., in an outcry over 
family separations; 575 people were ar- 
rested. 

And on June 30, the collective 
fight for immigration reform came to 
San Francisco. 

The Families Belong Together 
march drew an estimated 30,000 
participants, a remarkable effort 
considering the trek from Dolores 
Park to City Hall occurred just one 
week after tens of thousands turned 
out and marched for Pride. Parents 
pushed their kids in strollers, chant- 
ing in unison. People thrust signs in 
the air, and politicians took the stage 
to decry President Donald Trump’s 
administration and the forceful rip- 
ping apart of families who cross our 
borders without paperwork. 

But by 2 p.m., the march was 
largely over, the kids taken home 
for naptime, the protesters congrat- 
ulating one another and refueling 
at nearby cafes. After the Families 
Belong Together marchers returned 
to their day-to-day lives of wincing 
while opening news apps on their 
smartphones, an underground, per- 
mitless movement was organizing. 
On Monday, July 2, hundreds of peo- 
ple gathered at the U.S. Citizenship 
and Immigration Services office at 
444 Washington St. in San Francisco, 
and built a makeshift, barbed-wire- 
topped wall that blocked the large, 
mechanical metal gate to the facility’s 
parking lot. Although San Francisco 
is a sanctuary city, ICE employees 
regularly drive detained people in and 
out of that parking lot — or they did, 
before it was occupied. 

Word of the occupation spread 
like wildfire, and Bay Area immigra- 
tion-rights groups quickly deployed 
their staff and supporters to the 
gates. The event, which officially 
started at 3 p.m. Monday, went well 
into the night, and the tents used as 
barriers were eventually occupied by 
protesters catching a bit of shut-eye. 

Shortly after 9 a.m. the next 
morning, it didn’t look like the oc- 
cupation was going anywhere. The

a dozen tents, several folding chairs, 
and tables overflowing with coffee 
and snacks. About 35 people milled 
around, talking to the press and play- 
ing music. 

A protester named Michael who 
declined to give his last name told SF 
Weekly that the entrance they chose 
to block was very intentional. 

“We don’t want to interrupt the 
activities of immigrant families who 
want to get green cards, or advance 
their ability to stay in the country,” 
he said. “But this building is also an 
ICE facility, and sometimes buses 
come in with people who've been de- 
tained in other parts of California.” 

The driveway has been unofficially 
occupied, and in true Occupy move- 
ment form, no one is planning on 
leaving anytime soon. There’s more 
than enough food to go around — on 
Monday night tweets were sent ask- 
ing people to stop bringing snacks 
and pizza — and protesters cycle in 
and out throughout the day, some 
working their 9-to-5 jobs before re- 
turning for an evening shift.

Another protester, Faiq, attended 
the events on Monday for several 
hours and returned Tuesday morning 
to hold down the fort. 

“There’s been a lot of talk across 
the country, we’ve been seeing a lot 
of Occupy ICE protests and move- 
ments, so it’s been something that’s 
been on the top of everyone’s minds,” 
he said. “We're excited this is happen- 
ing in San Francisco. We've got folks 
from the East Bay, El Cerrito, Oak- 
land. It’s awesome.” 

It’s true. While San Francisco’s 
Occupy ICE protest may be the first 
time many city residents have heard 
of the movement, we’re a little late 
to the game; most protests at ICE 
facilities launched across the country 
last week. In Portland, lines of SWAT 
teams in helmets with batons stared 
down protesters. Occupy camps have 
been set up in Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Seattle, Wichita, and Charlotte. 

The crowds at all protests, and 
particularly San Francisco’s, are di- 
verse, which perhaps speaks to the 
far-reaching range of the immigration 


crisis. In this city, it’s hard not to 
know someone who’s been affected by 
our immigration system. 

“This is an intersectional issue. It 
affects our Muslim brothers and sis- 
ters, as this department was created 
in response to terrorism,” Faiq said. 
“Now it’s harassing our Latinx broth- 
ers and sisters and we’re fighting with 
solidarity for their struggle. 

“The call here is to abolish ICE, but 
we want to bring attention to the fact 
that this is something that America 
is founded upon: stolen land, slavery, 
property rights over human rights, 
and ICE is just a mere continuation 
of that.” 


The call to “abolish ICE” can, 
at first glance, appear a bit lofty and 
unspecific. Past Occupy movements 
have had similar vague requests. The 
first one occurred in 2009, when stu- 
dents affected by the recession occu- 
pied University of California campus 
buildings, protesting fee hikes and bud- 
get cuts. While the outrage was genu- 
ine, the lack of clear asks brought 
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AX, 


around the slogan “Occupy Everything, 
Demand Nothing” from critics. Even 
the catchphrase of participants at the 
time, “We are the 99 percent,” was 
more about the identity of participants 
than goals of the movement. 

Demands aside, Occupy’s viral 
nature means success in mobilizing 
people. The Occupy Wall Street ef- 
fort, which launched in 2011, lasted 
a remarkable two months before 
authorities forced participants out 
of Zuccotti Park. By that point, some 
clear requests had been developed: 
The group wanted forgiveness of stu- 
dent loan debt, more oversight over 
large banks’ speculative trading, and 
a reduction in corporations’ influence 
on politics. But it lacked diversity, 
with a poll of Zuccotti Park residents 
showing that 81 percent of partici- 
pants were white. 

The movement fizzled after the 
park was cleared out, and while pop- 
ups of the Occupy movement have 
appeared over the past few years, it’s 
lay fairly dormant since 2015. 

Now that it’s back, will it be a suc- 
cess? It’s hard to say. As of Tuesday 
morning, the San Francisco camp had 
already been notified twice by police 
that they were in violation of 647e, 
which forbids people to “lodge in any 
building, structure, vehicle, or place, 
whether public or private, without 
the permission of the owner or per- 
son entitled to the possession or in 
control of it.” 

If a police-led sweep happens, it’ll 
most likely occur in the middle of the 
night, when numbers are low and no 
members of the media are nearby to 
document it. 

And the protesters are largely on 
their own. While local politicians 
spoke at the Families Belong Togeth- 
er rally and send out press releases 
bemoaning Trump’s policies, those 
occupying San Francisco’s ICE build- 
ing say they’re just bucking a trend. 

“Politicians are now paying lip ser- 
vice that ICE needs to be abolished, 
but we’re not going to believe them 
until they do something concrete, like 
remove their funding,” Michael says. 
“It’s within their power to do that. 
It’s within our power to block a drive- 
way for a while. So that’s what we’re 
going to do.”

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More Plaintitts Join Hunters 
Point Shipyard Lawsuit 





The $27 billion lawsuit claims the failed cleanup has made members of the nearby community seriously ill.

The Hunters Point Shipyard cleanup 
drama is heating up. As of this week, Tetra Tech 
must defend itself against 2,000 additional plain- 
tiffs in an amended lawsuit that alleges the com- 
pany is responsible for cancer cases and other 
health problems among Hunters Point Naval Ship- 
yard residents. 

On Monday, July 1, attorney Charles Bonner 
tried to serve Tetra Tech an amended lawsuit 
with the new plaintiffs and called for CEO Dan 
Batrack and CFO Steven Burdick to be held lia- 
ble for the company’s actions. 

“They can either give [the money] to us, or 
the jury will pay it because that’s what they 
owe. It’s not a lot considering 40,000 people 
[are affected],” Bonner said. “$27 billion is only 
$75,000 a person, and that’s not enough for the 
damage they’ve caused, they cost lives. That’s no 
money at all.” 

Despite the powerful message, Bonner was 
unable to personally serve the papers. No one 
from the company answered the door or the 
phone at 605 Market St., forcing Bonner to drop 
the lawsuit in the office’s mail slot. He then 
urged his followers to march down to 47 Kearny 
St. and confront the Tetra Tech spokesperson 
Sam Singer. 

“Tetra Tech set us up! Now we know the 
game is up!” the protesters chanted. 

Bonner and the protesters reached the Ke- 
arny Street office at approximately 1:30 p.m. 
Monday, but security refused to let anyone into 
the building. After a quick press statement, the 
crowd left. 

Singer said he refused to let Bonner and the 
demonstrators into the building because the con- 
frontation caught him by surprise. 

“The people who are filing the lawsuit today re- 
ally don’t represent the vast majority of the people 
out there,” Singer said. “The claims that are being 
made are based upon false misleading information 
from other plaintiffs who have sued Tetra Tech. ” 

As we've previously reported, the Navy con- 
tracted Tetra Tech to clean up the toxic waste left 
in Hunters Point Naval Shipyard. Earlier this year, 
it came to light that more than half of all soil sam- 
ples that were supposed to be clean came back as 
toxic, revealing that the company lied about the 
results to the public. In May, 147 people filed a 
$27 billion lawsuit claiming the toxicity in the area 
caused health issues such as cancer. 

Tetra Tech will not admit wrongdoing and 
claims the soil and surrounding area is safe. Repre- 
sentatives from the company announced it would 
pay for an additional third party to investigate the 
soil toxicity results, if the public requested it. 

The plaintiffs allege that cancer diagnoses and 


other ailments are direct results of the toxic waste 
and Tetra Tech’s improper disposal. 

One of the main plaintiffs in attendance Mon- 
day, Catherine Muhammad, said she’s lived in 
the Bayview area for more than 10 years and was 
recently diagnosed with thyroid cancer. Her kids 
go to school next to the naval shipyard, and she is 
worried about the possible effects on her family’s 
health. 

“My four children went to that school, and 


every day they would come home covered in dust,” 


Muhammad said. “Those people who worked at 
the shipyard assured us that we were safe, that no 
harm would come to us, and here I am, 10 years 
later, suffering from cancer. They lied to us.” 

Barbara Williams, a citizen of Hunters Point, 
said her son grew up in the Bayview and was diag- 
nosed with colon cancer. She further claimed that 
a number of residents in Northridge Cooperative 
Homes in Bayview died of cancer and respiratory 
problems, something she thinks is likely due to 
the toxic waste. 

A frequent Bayview visitor, Dorothy Cook, said 
she noticed many people at her church in Bayview 
who now have cancer as well. 
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San Franciscans might think that the Hunters 
Point scandal would result in the end to the pro- 
fessional relationship between the Navy and Tetra 
Tech. Well, not so fast. According to the Examiner, 
Tetra Tech also lied on a previous environmental 
clean-up project in 2014, but the Navy still decid- 
ed to go with the company for the Hunter’s Point 
Shipyard project. 

Currently, Tetra Tech is involved in a few other 
Bay Area projects, including the clean up of Trea- 
sure Island Naval Station and the Naval Weapons 
Station in Concord, Calif., that made headlines 
last week as a potential location for an immigrant 
detention center. 

As of now, the company continues on with its 
business and emphasizes its innocence on the 
situation. 

“We have respect for the people who are pro- 
testing today, but we don’t believe what we are 
doing is correct,” Singer said. “We will beat them 
back in court.”

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As of July 1, S.F. has the highest 
minimum wage in the United 
States.

On Sunday, July 1, minimum- 
wage employees in San Francisco got a 
little boost in the form of a $1 raise. It’s 
the last step in a multi-year plan to raise 
the earnings of the city’s lowest-income 
workers, after voters overwhelmingly 
passed measure 2014's Proposition J, 
which mandated that S.E raise the bar 
over a span of several years. 

The last increase was from $13 to 
$14 last July. 

City Administrator Naomi Kelly 
says San Francisco is the one of the 
first cities in the nation to reach the 
$15 milestone. Emeryville, across the 
Bay, made the same raise on July 1. 
Berkeley is set to do the same in Octo- 
ber. And other cities are close on our 
heels; state lawmakers are working to 
increase California’s minimum wage to 
$15 by 2022. 

“Those who say we have to choose 
between economic growth and fair pay 
are wrong,’ Kelly said in a statement. 
“We in San Francisco have proven that 
these elements aren't exclusive of each 
other — and, in fact, they complement 
each other.” 

San Francisco may be ahead of 
the rest of the country with its latest 
attempt to raise up the working class, 
but the challenges minimum wage 
earners face in this city can sadly not 
be solved by even $15 an hour. Em- 
ployees that work full-time at that rate 
still only draw in $31,200 annually, 
before taxes. As we've previously re- 
ported, the threshold to qualify for 
“low-income” assistance now stands 
at $117,400 for a family of four in San 
Francisco, Marin, and San Mateo coun- 
ties, based on a new report by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment. Even if two parents worked 
full time in S.F. at minimum-wage jobs, 
they'd barely reach half that amount. 

But the latest increase does give 
people a fighting chance, and S.F’s 
economy hasn't been this good in 
decades. Our city budget reached a 
whopping $11 billion this year, and the 
unemployment rate in April was 2.1 
percent, the lowest since 1990. 

Now that we’ve hit $15, the min- 
imum wage won't increase in large 
increments going forward. Having 
reached the goal voters put forth in 
2014, it will only rise a small percent- 
age each year. 

Until, that is, someone down the 
line drafts another ballot measure de- 
manding it catch up to the times.

Supervisor's Proposed Cannabis 
Commission Leads to Industry Debate 


If you’ve had trouble keeping 
track of all the government bodies 
tasked with overseeing California’s tran- 
sition into a recreational cannabis mar- 
ket, you're not alone. Between the state’s 
Bureau of Cannabis Control, San Fran- 
cisco’s Office of Cannabis, and the Can- 
nabis State Legalization Task Force, 
many new institutions currently play a 
role in shaping the industry’s future. 

During a June 20 meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors’ Rules Commit- 
tee, District 1 Supervisor Sandra Lee 
Fewer suggested it may be time to add 
another. 

The board established a Cannabis 
State Legalization Task Force in July 
2015. Its chief purpose was to advise 
them over the past three years on mat- 
ters related to the legalization of canna- 
bis and subsequent policy decisions. As 
the Task Force prepares to wind down 
operations at the end of the year, Fewer 
now wants to see voters decide if the 
Charter of the City and County of San 
Francisco should be amended to estab- 
lish a Cannabis Commission to oversee 


the Office of Cannabis. 

At the June 20 meeting, Fewer 
explained why a new oversight body 
is necessary to ensure that equity and 
social justice aren't overlooked or out- 
right ignored — as happened with the 
massive expansion of the technology 
industry. 

“Though tech has certainly made a 
few people very wealthy, this industry 
has left many people behind, including 
working class people of color, who are 
struggling to stay here,” Fewer said. 
“With the legalization of cannabis, we 
have an opportunity here to grow this 
industry in a way that benefits all of our 
communities. We can do this by giving 
industry experts and key stakeholders a 
seat at the decision-making table.” 

When the committee opened the 
floor to public comments, it became 
immediately apparent that some in 
the industry feel that establishing 
a Cannabis Commission is a move 
best left for the future. 

Johnny Delaplane of the San 
Francisco Cannabis Retailers Al- 
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liance noted how operators are still 
“constantly facing shifting sands” in his 
request that the committee table the 
matter for the time being. 

“T believe at some point in the fu- 
ture, it could be something that’s very 
viable,’ Delaplane said, “but at this 
point, we just want to get permitted. 
We don’t want to see the rules change. 
We don’t want to have to get to knowa 
new body. We're frightened of the fact 
that we might have to go in front of the 
Planning Commission and then in front 
of the Cannabis Commission — this 
idea of double jeopardy.” 

Several others echoed Delaplane’s 
concern that the already cumbersome 
permitting process — which requires 
candidates to go before San Francisco’s 
Planning Commission — would only 
get worse with the addition of another 
oversight body. Among them was long- 
time cannabis activist and task force 
member Terrance Alan, as well as San 
Francisco Cannabis Retailers Alliance 
treasurer 
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Brandon Brown. 

Tony Delorio of Teamsters Joint 
Council 7 spoke in favor of a Cannabis 
Commission. 

“Our forward-thinking city already 
requires cannabis businesses with 10 or 
more employees to have labor-harmony 
agreements or collective-bargaining 
agreements, Delorio explained. “A 
cannabis commission with seats repre- 
senting organized labor would further 
ensure that the cannabis industry cre- 
ates meaningful jobs with living wages, 
health care, and retirement benefits, so 
workers can afford to live in San Fran- 
cisco and the Bay Area, provide for their 
families, and lift themselves up into the 
shrinking middle class.” 

Commenting on behalf of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, Se- 
nior Vice President of Public Policy Jim 
Lazarus noted that other industries are 
not required to endure a similar level 
of oversight, pointing out that there is 
“San Francisco Tobacco Commission” 

or “San Francisco Pharmacy Commis- 
sion.” Lazarus shared the Chamber's 
concern that the last thing the can- 
nabis industry needs at present is ad- 
ditional hurdles to jump through, es- 
pecially when it’s competing against 
an underground market. 
District 11 Supervisor Ahsha Sa- 
fai dismissed these concerns during 
his own comment, stating “there is

no way, shape, or form that what we’re 
proposing today is going to create an 
impediment to [the] industry expand- 
ing.” 

The Rules Committee then opted 
to continue the charter amendment 
for further discussion. At this point, it 
seems likely that the choice will ulti- 
mately be made by San Francisco voters 
in November, where it may be but one 
of several important cannabis-related 
items on the ballot. 

In a comment provided to SF Weekly, 
Sup. Fewer reiterated that her vision 
for new oversight is not a duplication 
of existing bureaucracy, but rather a 
safeguard against corporate interests 
shaping policy in their best interests. 

“A Cannabis Commission would 
bring transparency and accountability 
to the Office of Cannabis. There is a 
misconception that having a commis- 
sion would mean higher fees for per- 
mits and more regulations; this is not 
true. In fact, a commission would bring 
key stakeholders to the table to review 
the fee structure and ensure that our 
local ordinances governing cannabis are 
being implemented in the spirit in which 
the Board of Supervisors intended.”

Usually, I use this column to answer questions. 
Today, I will discuss the death of Jahi McMath and 
the new legal issues stemming from Jahi having 
been pronounced dead in California on Dec.13, 
2013 and again on June 22, 2018 in New Jersey. 

For anyone unfamiliar with Jahi’s tragic story, 
she was a beautiful, radiant 12-year-old girl who 
went to Children’s Hospital Oakland to undergo 
several procedures including a tonsillectomy, an 
adenoidectomy and a revision to her soft palate to 
address a condition known as apnea, which causes 
trouble with breathing. Jahi’s surgery, on Dec. 9, 
2013, was seemingly without incident, and she 
was taken to the ICU for post-surgical recovery 
where her mother was present to comfort her. 

At first, there was no sign of danger or com- 
plication. Jahi was given a popsicle, as many 
post-surgical pediatric patients are, to help pro- 
vide hydration and reduce any swelling or pain. 
Shortly after Jahi was in recovery, she started 
bleeding from her mouth. Her mother, Nailah, 
brought this to the attention of the nurses in 
attendance, and they said this was normal. They 
provided Nailah with a towel to help absorb the 
blood. Jahi continued bleeding, and the bleeding 
increased. Again, Nailah asked the nurses to have a 
physician come see Jahi, but again she was told that 
this was normal. 

Jahi was scared told her mother that she was 
worried she might never wake up. Nailah assured 
her everything would be alright. 

As the bleeding continued and increased, Nailah 
was given a suction tube to suction blood from 
the corner of Jahi’s mouth. Again, no doctor was 
summoned. Nailah called her own mother, Sandra 
Chatman, a wound care nurse, to determine if this 
was in fact “normal.” As soon as Sandra appeared, 
she saw Jahi's critical state and demanded a doctor 
be called immediately. Sandra had to make several 
requests, and as a doctor was finally summoned, 
Jahi’s heart stopped because of the massive blood 
loss. The doctors tried to revive Jahi and after 
almost an hour, they gave up. They were about to 
pronounce Jahi dead when her heart started beat- 
ing. 

Because of Jahi’s severe blood loss and heart 
attack, she was deprived of oxygen to her brain and 
suffered a catastrophic anoxic brain injury, which 
led to swelling of her brain. The doctors at Chil- 
dren’s Hospital told Nailah that Jahi had irrevers- 
ible brain damage. Nailah was immediately hound- 
ed by nurses trying to get her to sign a release so 
that Jahi’s organs could be harvested for trans- 
plant. Nurses even followed Nailah into the chapel 
as she tried to pray for her daughter's survival. 

On Dec. 12, 2013, Jahi was declared brain dead. 
Under California law, brain death occurs when 
there is a total and irreversible cessation of all neu- 
rological activity, including the brain stem. Nailah 
refused requests to remove her daughter from life 
support as she “knew Jahi was not dead.” Nailah 
said she could feel it in her heart and in her soul. 


The doctors then said they would remove Jahi from 
the ventilator despite Nailah’s protests. Soon after, 
her brother, Omari Sealey, called me at 10:30 p.m. 
saying the hospital was going to unplug Jahi at 
8:30 a.m. the following day. I knew nothing about 
the very public nature of Jahi’s case and turned on 
the television to see Omari on the phone to me. I 
agreed to write a cease and desist letter demanding 
the hospital stop their plans to kill Jahi. I agreed to 
represent the family, pro bono, and threw myself 
into a furious legal battle, one that I will never 
regret. 

We succeeded in establishing, for the first time, 
that, contrary to the doctor’s position, parents do 
have a say in the end of their child’s life following 
a brain death diagnosis. Through a series of in- 
junctions, we kept Children’s Hospital from killing 
Jahi through Christmas and into early January. 

A brain death exam was done by court-ordered 
expert Dr. Paul Fischer, which I observed. Jahi, in 
her weakened state was ruled brain dead. Jahi’s 
execution date was set only to be suspended at the 
last minute by a continued injunction based on the 
filing of an appeal of the brain death ruling from 
the Alameda County Superior Court. 

Finally, a deal was brokered in late December 
to remove Jahi from the hospital. The hospital 
demanded the coroner take the body, so a dispo- 
sition permit allowing Nailah to take Jahi’s being 
was required. A death certificate was required to 
obtain the disposition permit. Despite the acting 
Public Health Officer’s initial refusal to issue a 
death certificate as Jahi was still on life support, 
we pressed forward and, under protest, obtained a 
death certificate. 

While fighting the legal battle, I, along with a 
number of good-natured people of faith through- 
out the country, sought a facility to provide Jahi 
with the care she needed: antibiotics to fight off the 
infections she was allowed to develop at Children’s 
Hospital, a tracheostomy to put in a breathing tube 
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After a lengthy legal issues stemming from Jahi McMath having been pronounced dead on

and placement of a feeding tube. Every time we 
would find a facility, Children’s Hospital spoke to 
them and the facility would withdraw their willing- 
ness to accept Jahi. 

Finally, we located a Catholic Hospital in New 
Jersey. We kept the identity and location of this 
facility secret from Children’s Hospital so there 
could be no chance they might persuade the facility 
not to accept Jahi. We were in a race against time, 
as Jahi was dying from the lack of care at Children’s 
Hospital. The hospital had denied Jahi any nutri- 
tion for over 23 days. Under the cover of darkness, 
we spirited Jahi off to a private airfield in Oakland, 
and her mother accompanied her on a life flight jet 
to New Jersey. Jahi almost died in route. 

The hospital’s retained experts and physicians 
swore in declarations that no care or intervention 
could forestall Jahi’s death, which was imminent. 
They were wrong. Jahi received intensive interven- 
tion in New Jersey and was ultimately discharged 
to a home environment where she lived with her 
mother, stepfather and sister for more than four 
years. 

Over those four years, Jahi began communi- 
cating in response to her mother’s voice. She could 
move her fingers, hands and feet in response to 
requests by her mother and eventually could signal 
yes or no. This was all videotaped and a leading 
pediatric neurologist, Dr. Alan Shewmon published 
a peer-reviewed article in the Journal of Child Neu- 
rology, entitled “False-Positive Diagnosis of Brian 
Death,” which concluded Jahi was not brain dead 
in 2018, although in 2013 she may have appeared 
to have been based on testing. Additional peer-re- 
viewed articles were published by experts, includ- 
ing Dr. Calixto Machado, a neurologist seen as one 
of the premier international brain death experts, 
which showed that electroencephalographic testing 
showed Jahi had brain wave activity, and MRIs of 
the brain showed that while severely damaged, her 
brain was intact. In a case of total brain death, the 
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brain liquifies and is absorbed into the body. This 
did not happen in Jahi’s case. 

Legal proceedings in both the state and federal 
courts were ongoing throughout this time to prove 
Jahi was alive. In a medical negligence case, judges 
repeatedly ruled that the facts created a triable 
issue of fact that Jahi was alive. As the brain death 
statute required there needed to be total and irre- 
versible cessation of all neurological activity, the 
judges ruled there was evidence which should be 
presented to a jury for them to decide if Jahi was 
alive or not. Sadly, as that case was being prepared, 
Jahi died. 

The death of Jahi has not ended the contro- 
versies surrounding brain death. An international 
debate is ongoing in the medical and scientific 
communities about whether brain death can be de- 
termined using antiquated testing while a patient is 
suffering from acute trauma. Indeed, I have person- 
ally helped other families deal with the brain-death 
diagnosis, including the family of Anahita Meshkin, 
who was diagnosed brain dead in the East Bay, for 
whom we obtained an injunction and an indepen- 
dent medical evaluation showing she was not brain 
dead. She would have, in fact, been murdered. 

There are forces that desperately want to de- 
fend the brain death diagnosis: health insurance 
companies, who do not want to pay for treatment, 
the multimillion dollar transplant industry (which 
does save lives), and doctors who think they know 
the best uses of medical resources. This is a debate 
which needs to be done out in the open as we age 
and our medical resources will be taxed. Doctors 
should not be able to use the brain-death diagnosis 
to do what they think is best. This strips the rights 
of the patients and families. What’s next, abort 
children with severe birth defects who are destined 
to die after absorbing tremendous medical resourc- 
es? Terminate the elderly suffering from severe 
brain damage from Alzheimer’s because they are 
so damaged they cannot care for themselves, know 
what is happening, who they are, or otherwise have 
a “meaningful existence” or “quality of life”? 

What I know is that Jahi was alive and that she 
and her mother, who is a hero of almost biblical 
proportions, living a life of persecution and sac- 
rifice, like Job, had a real relationship of love and 
commination. 

Jahi died on June 22, as evidenced by her New 
Jersey Death Certificate. Jahi did not die of brain 
death but rather bleeding caused by liver failure. 
The legal debate now continues over which death 
certificate and which date of death controls. 

What is clear is that, despite Jahi’s death, her 
name and her cause lives on. She has changed the 
way the world looks at brain death, has stimulated 
widespread debate within the medical and scientific 
communities, and has touched the hearts of mil- 
lions. Like her mother, I regret not one moment of 
this fight for this beautiful girl. 

Finally, I wish to share the words of her mother: 
“Don't be in a hurry to unplug your people. Give 
them and God a chance to heal”.

hat makes an alley an alley? 
As with the Supreme 

Court’s definition of 

pornography, you know 
it when you see it. Whether lined with 
dumpsters and standing puddles or full 
of feral cats gnawing on fish skeletons, 
an alley is obvious. They’re narrow, 
often too narrow to allow street park- 
ing. Mostly, the rears of buildings 
are what face them. They’re often 
dead-end streets, with older build- 
ing stock and poor-quality asphalt. 
If there are sidewalks at all, they’re 
usually cramped and uneven. Alleys 
hold quirks: little wrinkles of city life, 
from ghost ads to murals to secret 
gardens to the occasional detached 
single-family dwelling tucked behind 
an apartment complex. Ever mysteri- 
ous, San Francisco is full of them. 

There’s no standard definition, 

though, and sometimes even the

most unpleasant dead-end can fan- 
cify itself with a name like “Place” or 
“Terrace.” Poring over maps and bik- 
ing around town, SF Weekly explored 
nearly every alley that we could, from 
the infamous to the borderline-un- 
known, to present the most compre- 
hensive portrait we could. 

For this issue, we held to a few 
criteria so as not to categorize every 
last side street as an alley. Chiefly, 
as streets, they must be irregular 
or one-offs, not expected parts of a 
neighborhood’s grid. This stipulation 
disqualified large sections of the orig- 
inal Western Addition, all those fre- 
quently charming side streets named 
for trees and flowers — like Linden, 
Rose, Myrtle, and the like — that are 
interspersed among the bigger thor- 
oughfares between Duboce Avenue 
and California Street, from Larkin to 
Fillmore.

We didn’t consider certain idiosyn- 
cratic streets in residential neighbor- 
hoods, like Shore View Avenue in the 
Outer Richmond or Lupine Avenue in 
Anza Vista — or even dead-ends like 
Emmett Court in Bernal Heights, St. 
Germain Avenue near Twin Peaks, 
Potomac Street in the Lower Haight, 
or Earl Street in Hunters Point just 
beyond Archimedes Banya. Nor did 
we obsess over outlying oddities like 
the enigmatic Maryland Street, some- 
thing we challenge anyone to find 
without Googling. But we thought 
to include some block-long tree- 
lined, pastoral thoroughfares that 
might better be understood as lanes, 
because they’re unique and worth 
exploring. 

Most of S.F’s alleys are contained 
in older neighborhoods like China- 
town, Russian Hill, and SoMa. Others 
pop up in unexpected places. While 


its almost-ghoulish name suggests a 
world without Roe v. Wade, would you 
believe that Back Alley Way is actually 
in upscale Corona Heights, near Mt. 
Olympus? 

Others anomalies of the grid 
present an even more ambiguous 
situation. Take Natoma Street, for 
instance. It runs in five discontinuous 
segments between Fremont Street 
and 15th Street, alternating between 
residential and industrial zones. 
Urban renewal and the force of time 
broke Natoma up, but in spite of its 
alley-esque components, it’s simply 
too long. Same goes for Capp Street, 
which is also strangely wide — until 
it fishtails almost straight into Mis- 
sion Street near Cesar Chavez. 

Above all, an alley should feel dif- 
ferent in scale from its surrounding 
streets, otherwise three-quarters of 
Bernal Heights would qualify. Beyond 
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an unplanned feel, they should im- 
part either an anachronistic quality, 
as if left over from an earlier iteration 
of the city, or else a sense of outright 
bafflement: Why is this here? Walk 
down enough alleys and you start 
to get a feel for a Jane Jacobs-esque 
relationship between anarchy and 
charm. 

We invite you to judge all this 
for yourself. Walk around enough 
and you might discover a rusting 
Wonder Bread factory or a faded sign 
advertising patent medicine. Did 
you know there’s even a semi-secret 
grid of streets named for counties of 
California that runs perpendicular to 
the “state streets” of Potrero Hill and 
partially overlays the numbered grid? 
Alameda Street, Sierra Street, Hum- 
boldt, Marin — the evidence is right 
there, often in the form of alleys, if 
you know where to look. 





THE MOST PHOTOGENIC 


Like many hideaways in Nob Hill, 
Kimball Place is a two-block jaunt 
lined with redwoods and cottages, like 
the nearby Golden Court and Leroy 
Place. Although its name suggests 
otherwise, hilly Pleasant Street is 
more functional (but with a great 
view of the Transamerica Pyramid). 
Just off the famous block of Lombard 
Street is Montclair Terrace, lush and 
redolent of rose and jasmine. It gets 

a tiny fraction of the tourist traffic of 
its notorious neighbor, something its 
inhabitants almost certainly relish — 
and its northern end is accessible via 
public stairs. 

Citywide, other quirks abound. In 
the Tenderloin, Isadora Duncan Lane 
is best viewed from Shannon Street 
because of the way its pastel-colored 
buildings align from that vantage. Is 
Chula Lane angled to respect Mission 
Dolores’ cemetery? Could Noe Valley’s 
Juri Street be more snugly placed 
nexts to a former railroad right-of-way 
that’s now a small park? In the Castro, 
the mossy lane that is the Vulcan 
Stairs are a romantic must, while near- 
by Ord Court is another urban-forest 
aerie. Tales of the City fans eager to find 
Barbary Lane might be disappointed 
to hear it’s fictional — but Armistead 
Maupin based it on Russian Hill’s Ma- 
condray Lane. 

Jack Kerouac Alley, like Saroyan 
Place across Columbus Avenue, gets 
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most of its Instagram-happy visitors 
owing to the picturesque Vesuvio’s and 
the enduring appeal of the Beats. Pho- 
togenic doesn’t have to mean pretty, 

as in the hyper-urban South of Market 
intersection of Heron Street and 
Berwick Place, a pair that could be 
straight out of London’s Camden Town. 
If you want murals, you got ‘em: The 
Tenderloin’s Veterans Alley — techni- 
cally Shannon Street — harbors poi- 
gnant political messages that pertain 
to American bellicosity. Most obscure 

is the art along Boswell Street, for- 
merly known as Avery (if one industrial 
building’s exterior is to be believed), an 
industrial alley behind the Boom Boom 
Room. 

But beautiful streets are hidden 
everywhere. The random Imperial 
Avenue in the Marina is full of gardens 
cordoned off by white-picket fences, 
while White Street is a study in how 
treelessness can be a boon to good 
architecture. Redfield Alley is among 
the most wonderful finds, a staircase 
that turns into a gravel path with sag- 
ging retaining walls and finally a garden 
that feels almost illicit until you turn 
left and climbup Marion Street through 
Molinari Mana Park. 


THE UGLIEST 


More than a few San Francisco alleys 
are just plain hideous. They’re glorified 
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parking lots and driveways — except 
“glorified” oversells a dung-encrusted 
row of garbage cans that never see 
direct sunlight — as with Bedford 
Place in Chinatown, or the two dead- 
end sections of Union Square-adjacent 
Derby Street that never meet. Many 
alleys are simply locked 
away behind gates. Emery 
Lane runs alongside a po- 
lice station in North Beach 
with tiny windows, guar- 
anteeing that extra bit of 
surveillance-state paranoia. 
Emery makes a hard right 
onto Card Street, which 
would almost be charming 
if it weren't an access way 
to a Bank of America park- 
ing lot. 

Very nearby but in Chi- 
natown, the former Chur- 
chill Street is now known 
as Turk Murphy, after the 
trombonist and bandleader 
who once ran a club with 
the magnificent name of 
Earthquake McGoons. In 
spite of that history, it’s 
a barren block with a lot 
of unnecessary surface 
parking. Although more 
properly classified as a side 
street, the two long blocks 
of Bernard Street might 
be the ugliest such thor- 
oughfare in San Francisco 
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relative to their tony precincts. But for 
a single lime-green garage, Bernard 
is almost entirely bereft of charm or 
color, and could somebody please plant 
something? You just know at least 
someone who lives there pronounces it 
BURN-erd, too. There are plenty of oth- 
er lost opportunities, though: SoMa’s 
curving Kissling Street suffers from 
its proximity to a parking garage, while 
Lafayette Street ends at commercial 
dead zones on both sides. 

Its name is all business, but Se- 
curity Pacific Place feels like a jail 
of a street behind the Museum of Ice 
Cream, perhaps a waiting zone for ar- 
mored cars during its previous life as a 
bank. And Stark Street? Yeah: indeed. 


THE FUNCTIONAL AND THE 
ORDINARY 


Short streets serve a purpose: getting 
you from A to B. Close to the Central 
Freeway, both Bernice and Isis are 
block-long streets with just enough of 
a curve to create visual appeal, while 
Trainor Street exists to help Rain- 
bow Grocery patrons park. Cut in half 
by a freeway ramp, Erie Street now 
has a dead end that makes it ideal for 
large-scale events at Public Works, 
and shrewd drivers know how useful 
a shortcut Plum Street can be for 
getting off the freeway and onto South 
Van Ness. 

Like Natoma Street, there are a number 
of blocks-long, discontinuous alleys 
in SoMa — Stevenson, Minna, Jes- 
sie, Tehama, Clementina — with 
Edwardian apartments cheek-by-jowl 
against machinists and auto-body 
shops. Ringold Alley used to have a 
fetish fair that later moved to nearby 
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Dore Alley, a curio that runs for a 
block-and-a-half before picking up 
again under an on-ramp. Grace and 
Washburn streets are mural-lined 
turnarounds for your Lyft. 

Many narrow, one-block streets 
are largely residential on one side with 
blank industrial facades opposite, ideal 
for murals — one block of Langton 
Street in SoMa is a great example 
of this. Others in SoMa are entirely 
residential, such as Moss or Rausch 
streets, as are Mission District exam- 
ples such as Julian Avenue, Ramona 
Street, Brosnan Street, or the more 
fabulous Elgin Park and Clinton 
Park streets in the Mission. (Their top- 
onymous green spaces are long-gone 
now.) At the T-intersection with Albi- 
on Street, nearby Camp Street has a 
plaque honoring the original location 
of Mission Dolores on its vanished la- 
goon, while Woodward Street was the 
home of a 19th-century pleasure gar- 
den. Lapidge Street is for lovers — or 
so its annual party claims — while par- 
allel Linda Street has a jog that surely 
enhances its houses’ curb appeal. 

Elsewhere in the Mission, back 
alleys like Osage, Orange, Poplar, 
Caledonia, Virgil, Horace, and Lucky 
largely flank the commercial corridors, 
although some have grown to become 
thick with Precita Eyes art. 

In the Castro, Thorp Lane mostly 
allows back-door entrance to a few doz- 
en houses, while Romain lets you cross 
over Market Street without getting hit 
by a car. To feel like a real urban-explo- 
ration pro, get lost in and around Kite 
Hill Open Space’s tiny web of thorough- 
fares, like the utilitarian Short Street, 
the semipaved Grand View Terrace, 
or the secluded Mono Street and 
Acme Alley. 


Stion Street. 
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COMPLETELY POINTLESS 


This category contains almost too many 
alleys to count, from the eternally 
locked Colin Place to the filthy Fisher 
Alley, with its view of Chinatown’s 
crime-riddled Ping Yuen housing 
complex. Spookily dark from its ficus 
canopy, Ada Court in the Tenderloin 
could use a little purpose, as could the 
dirtier Dodge Place behind Harry 
Harrington's Pub. San Francisco’s 
namesake deserves a more dignified 
right-of-way, but St. Francis Place 
in SoMa is essentially a parking lot 
entrance. And in spite of its bucolic 
name, SoMa’s Oak Grove Street is 
home to little more than shadows 
from the freeway and the Community 
Division of the Sheriff’s Department. 
Industrial SoMa has a ton of 
dead-ends, in fact — Julia, McLea, 
Converse, Laskie, Kate, Decatur, 
Sumner, Lucerne, Butte, the sinister 
Juniper — most of which certainly 
had railroad sidings on them to facili- 
tate commerce and shipping. 
Enterprise Street in the Mission 
sounds like it has a starship factory, but 
it’s just a dead-end off of Folsom, while 
Mistral Street connects Folsom toa 
section of Treat Avenue near Southern 


Pacific Brewing. Dehon and Harlow 
streets in the Castro were clearly trun- 
cated by the construction of schools, 
but tiny Adair Street serves no dis- 
cernible purpose and Rondel Street 
isn’t far behind. SoMa’s Malden and 
Vassar streets are essentially parking 
lots, but possibly the most inexplicable 
street in San Francisco is Decker Alley 
in SoMa, which is barely a driveway. If 
it were delisted from the roster alto- 
gether, no one would notice. 


MOSTLY WORTH NOTING 
BECAUSE THEY'RE 
NEXT 10 SOMETHING 


Named for the late power broker, Rose 
Pak’s Way abuts Chinese Hospital, as 
does Stone Street. Ecker Street in 
SoMa is familiar to anyone who's eaten 
at Yank Sing, while Helen Street just 
off California runs alongside Zeki’s 
bar. It might be a dead end, but sloping 
Acorn Alley is worth a visit just so you 
can be jealous of whoever lives in that 
adorable house at the bottom. 

Over in Lower Pac Heights, Wilmot 
Street runs near St. Dominic’s Catholic 
Church, the only Gothic Revival house 
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Eric Pratt

of worship with flying buttresses in 
town. Alongisde the 60-year-old Motel 
Capri and gastronomic temple Atelier 
Crenn, one-way Pixley Street runs 
for several blocks, and you can’t drive 
down it all at once, since its traffic flow 
changes mid-stream. Moulton Street, 
essentially a service road for Lombard 
Street, does the same. 

Ross Alley gets a lot of pedestrian 
traffic from people waiting to enter the 
Golden Gate Fortune Cookie Factory, 
but it still has plenty of Chinatown piz- 
zazz, While Kenneth Rexroth Place 
lets you into Eight Tables. Behind the 
Palace Hotel is Annie Street, while 
highbrow Maiden Lane is well-known 
to Grant Avenue shoppers and anyone 
lucky enough to get inside the Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s only building in San 
Francisco, the V.C. Morris shop at no. 
140. 

Dutch for “the tree,’ De Boom 
Street is a dead-end SoMa alley onto 
which 21st Amendment Brewing 
sometimes drops watermelons, while 
The Stud has all but annexed Gordon 
Street. Rincon Street on the hill of 
the same name has a noirish quality 
owing to its steep grade and the adja- 
cent factory that seems to sink into the 
slope. Between Davies Symphony Hall 
and Bill Graham is Dr. Tom Waddell 
Place, renamed from Lech Walesa 
when that lion of Polish liberation’s ho- 
mophobia became too awkward. (It was 
originally a part of Ivy Street.) 


PLENTY CHARMING 


The north-south lanes off 23rd Street 
in Noe Valley — Quane, Mersey, 
Severn, Nellie, Blanche, Ames — are 
always worth a stroll, especially to see 
how alley-fronting garages maximize 
their utility. Same goes for the east- 
west Comerford Street several blocks 
south. Breaking up the rectilinearity 
of the Western Addition are a handful 
of streets, like Seymour, Beideman, 
and Farren, that survived Justin Her- 
man’s mid-century program of urban 
renewal; Friendship Court is a relic 
of it, and also happens to be right next 
to the Holy Virgin Russian Orthodox 
cathedral. 

Telegraph Hill and North Beach each 
hold plenty of worthwhile alleys, from 
Verdi Place to Bartol Street with 
its steps, but clues to where the city’s 
shoreline once was can be found in 
both Water and Vandewater (“from 
the water”) streets. Romolo Place and 
the much-larger Fresno Street both 
contain plenty of places to get a drink, 
while an excursion through the neigh- 
borhood all but requires a stroll along 
the horseshoe-shaped Medau Place or 
up to the summit via Child Street and 
Telegraph Place. ‘The boundary be- 
tween Russian Hill and Chinatown nev- 
er feels so acute as via the flowery walk 
to Himmelmann Place, just above the 
much-uglier Salmon Street. 

Running a full four-and-a-half 
blocks near the Hall of Justice in SoMa, 
Harriet Street has lots of random 


homes and aged factories, plus that 
ne plus ultra of postindustrial charm: 
disused railroad tracks embedded in 
cobblestones. Nearby Gilbert and 
Boardman streets might start out in 
the bail bond district (so to speak) but 
they’re hardly bereft of photogenic 
angles — once your eyes adjust to the 
level of decay. 


THE WEIRDEST 


Looked at in Google Maps, it’s hard not 
to think that Eastman Street and the 
lanes around it don’t form a swastika 
shape, but the Hyde Street cable car 

is audible from this odd little Russian 
Hill warren, along with Allen Street 
(near Zarzuela), Rockland Street, and 
Russell Street. In spite of their nar- 
rowness, they’re mostly two-way. While 
Lurmont Terrace might look unremark- 
able, it terminates in an unnecessarily 
large parking plaza for all the garages of 
the upscale buildings around it to use. 
(Very convenient.) 

Like the hillside Chilean city of 
the same name, one of Valparaiso 
Street’s two blocks runs downhill and 
ends in a stairway, although vehicular 
traffic turns north to the unfortunate- 
ly named Roach Street. Not quite 
pretty, Cyrus Place sits atop the 
Broadway Tunnel, starting out like a 
claustrophobic driveway and opening 
onto a mini-park. 

Infrastructure can be unkind: In 
the Bayview, busted-up Selby Street 
stands directly beneath I-280. In 
SoMa, never-see-the-light-of-day 
Perry Street has to suffer the in- 
dignity of Interstate 80 coursing 
directly on top of it, while parallel 
Stillman Street at least gets a little 
more sun as it points you toward the 
Clock Tower Building. Meanwhile, 
SoMa’s magical-sounding Merlin 
Street reconciles itself to elaborate 
murals visible through barbed-wire 
fences, although the equally mag- 
ical Aladdin Place is just a dead 
end with some sidewalk plants. On

what remains of Rincon Hill, Ster- 
ling Street and Essex Street have 
been totally subsumed into freeway 
entrances, while the bizarre Zeno 
Place — seemingly the easternmost 
extant alley in San Francisco — 
abuts the poured-concrete dinosaur 
that is the E. M. O’Donnell Copper 
Works and terminates in a patch of 
fake turf. 

Is Alert Street so named because 
the mid-century apartment building 
at one end has a seismically unsafe 
soft story? Probably not. Quarter- 
pipe-shaped Waldo Street precedes 
the literary character of the same 
name by decades but somebody loves 
it enough to deck out its street sign 
in red-and-white stripes, like a bar- 
ber pole. The streets near South Park 
have a Bostonian feel, although Jack 
London Alley’s biggest attribute is 
the pale-pink Gran Oriente Filipino 
Masonic Temple, crowning that eth- 
nic community’s historical ties to the 
neighborhood. Farther west, Lapu 
Lapu, its community garden, and its 
feeder lanes — Bonifacio, Rizal, 
Mabini — will anchor the SoMa Pil- 
ipinas District no matter how much 
the surrounding blocks get upzoned. 

If you like alleys that pick up from 
other alleys, SoMa’s noirish Hallam 
Street and Brush Place are for you, 
especially with their wonderfully 
bizarre architecture — ditto for 
Colton Street and Colusa Place in 
that otherwise horrid nether-vortex 
at the foot of Gough Street. Same 
goes for the much lovelier Bird 
Street, a short dead end branching 
off crooked Dearborn Street by the 
former Farina. Over by Potrero Ave- 
nue and Highway 101, a tiny section 
of Serpentine Avenue is all that 
remains of a semi-legal, 19th-century 
street that blogger Burrito Justice 
determined used to include the south- 
ernmost section of Capp Street, half 
a mile west. And does creepy Elwood 
Street form an L shape because it al- 
literates with its name? 
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Behind Clarion Alley Hides 
The Lesser-Known Balmy Alley 
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-Murals along Balmy Alley often feature stories of the city’s Latinx population. ;

Wedged conveniently between Mis- 
sion and Valencia streets, Clarion Alley 
has long been the street-art center 
of San Francisco. Its tenth-of-a-mile 
stretch is narrow and one-way; only 
one car at a time can squeeze between 
its paint-covered walls. At one end, a 
six-foot-tall, comic-book-style panel 
describes how Narcan reverses over- 
doses. At the other, two young teenage 
lovers who died in each other arms in 
the Ghost Ship fire are immortalized 
in paint. 

The rotating series of work always 
manages to be politically or socially 
relevant to the times, with a touch of 
whimsy thrown in. Stop by any sum- 
mer afternoon, and it’s sure to be full 
of throngs of tourists, taking selfies 
and slowly wandering its length. Clar- 
ion Alley, over the years, has become 
one of San Francisco’s most beloved 
treasures, a mouthpiece for the disen- 
franchised, a barometer of our city’s 
issues. 

But it’s not the first mural alley in 
the Mission District. Long before art- 
ists taped off panels for carefully curat- 
ed murals on Clarion Alley, they were 
letting loose a little more than a mile 
away, on Balmy Alley near 24th Street. 


Depending on who you ask, Balmy 
Alley got its start as a destination for 
political artists to showcase their work 
in the early 1970s. As the story goes, 

a underwater jungle scene was one of 
the first pieces to appear, after artists 
Patricia Rodriguez and Graciela Car- 
illo rented an apartment off the alley, 
and used a blank wall as a canvas. The 
project was so fun that they opened up 
their group, calling it Las Mujeres Mu- 
ralistas. In 1973, member Irene Perez 
christened the alley with one of her 
own pieces, of two back-to-back figures 
painting flutes. 

That early work, created at the rise 
of the Chicano/a movement, set the 
stage for Balmy to become a canvas for 
Latinx artists to share their mytholo- 
gy, stories of immigration, and cultural 
backstories. 

The second wave of murals to hit 
Balmy Alley happened in the mid- 
1980s, as part of a coordinated art 
project to celebrate indigenous Cen- 
tral-American culture. In that period, 
Balmy Alley saw several murals go up 
depicting the Nicaraguan revolution 
and the Guatemalan civil war. The alley 
began to fill up with work, and people 
began to take notice. 

In 1993, Clarion alley residents Aar- 
on Noble and Rigo 93 were frustrated 


with their street. Back then, it was not 
a great place to hang out. 

“The alley itself was narrow and had 
a slight hill, and since it fell under the 
maintenance of heaven-knows-who, it 
was host to the typical misadventures 
one might expect,” wrote artist Julie 
Murray, who was one of the first art- 
ists to paint Clarion. “It also had the 
smelliest run-off I have ever encoun- 
tered, which left oddly hued stains in 
great swaths spilling out at the Mission 
Street exit following any rainfall. It had 
perhaps more than the usual amount 
of shady activity since not only was it 
open at both ends.” 

In an attempt to revive the street, 
Noble and Rigo 93 recruited 40 artists 
to fill it with work. They held their nos- 
es and got to work, and Clarion Alley 
hasn't had a blank wall since. 

Although it was no doubt inspired 
by Balmy Alley, Clarion’s popularity 
has taken off. It’s in guidebooks and 
tourist websites, and it’s a popular 
stop for walking tours. Two years ago, 
a large internet archive was created 
at clarionalleymuralproject.org, docu- 
menting the work that’s appeared on 
the walls throughout the decades. 

Meanwhile, Balmy Alley has stayed 
true to its origins. Less diverse in sub- 
ject than Clarion, it continues to lift

up the voices of Latinx people fighting 
for acceptance in a country that still 
doesn’t accept them. 

But within that there is still room 
for controversy. 

“We weren't doing soldiers with 
guns, weren't doing revolutionary 
figures,” artist Rodriguez said in an 
interview several years ago. “We were 
painting women. Women in the mar- 
ketplace, women breastfeeding, wom- 
en doing art. People got really angry

that we were doing that. ‘How could 
you do this when there’s so much going 
on?’ but we were saying that being a 
woman is a revolution in society.” 

Today, everywhere one turns in 
Balmy Alley is full of women, painted 
on garage doors, small pieces of fence 
posts, or wheat-pasted onto brick 
walls. Whether or not it was intention- 
al, the artists of Balmy Alley have con- 
tinued to pay tribute to the early days 
of Mujeres Muralistas.

Getting to Know 





David Henry Hwang and Hillary Clinton

When the Trump administration 
cedes power on Jan. 20, 2021, David 
Henry Hwang and Jeanine Tesori’s Soft 
Power will stand as a beloved cultural ar- 
tifact of resistance, boldly and bravely 
performed during his disastrous term in 
office. This trenchant yet ultimately up- 
lifting musical combines black comedy 
and political satire to combat the despair 
a certain segment of the population still 
feels about Hillary Clinton’s loss. Musi- 
cally and thematically, the story takes its 
inspiration from the Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein classic The King and I. But this 
time the love story is told from multiple 
points of view — not just the white colo- 
nizer's. 

Hwang introduces both acts of Soft 
Power with non-musical, comic asides. 
In the first act DHH (Francis Jue), a 
fictionalized version of the playwright 
himself, meets with Xue Xing (Conrad 
Ricamora), a Chinese national and 
nascent Hollywood producer. On the 
eve of the 2016 election, Xing is giving 
notes on a spec script DHH has writ- 
ten for a possible TV series. This pre- 
lude segues into a musical after DHH 
attends a fundraiser for Hillary that 
Xing invites himself to, along with his 
American girlfriend Zoe (Alyse Alan 
Louis). 

That fundraiser, the election re- 
sults, and an equally shocking incident 
that the real Hwang suffered from 
are the fact-based events that he and 
Tesori transform into song-and-dance 
routines that blister and burn with 
an acidic verve. The ordinary reality 
of a business meeting gives way toa 
series of fantasy sequences. They’re 
reminiscent of the ones that occur in 
cartoons when a character gets bon- 
ked on the head and sees actual stars 
or a heart-shaped, hairy monster. 

In reality, Hwang was stabbed in the 
neck — in his vertebral artery, in fact 
—and almost bled to death. In Soft 
Power, the attack takes place on elec- 
tion night and it’s racially motivated. 
The daffiness that follows is tempered 
and grounded in our knowledge that 
Trump’s America is an intolerant, dan- 
gerous place. 

The outsized dance numbers fea- 
ture ecstatic choreography by Sam 
Pinkleton. They’re Busby Berkeley-like 
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performances that amplify the absur- 
dity of conservative ideologies and, in 
the wonderfully specific song “Elec- 
tion Night,” the electoral college that 
empowered the president. Songs like 
“Dutiful” and “Fuxing Park” are set to 
gorgeous orchestrations that enable 
the singers’ vocals to soar. Ricamora’s 
exquisite voice extracts meaning and 
emotion from every lyric he sings. His 
vocals are as comforting as the Obama 
presidency once was. As if by osmosis, 
he, like Obama, was able to confer a 
sense of peace and grace upon the true 
believers listening in the audience.

pride over China’s achievements as he 
describes a park in Shanghai to DHH. 
Ricamora extends the notes of the 
adjective “green” the way a lark might 
if he were nestled contentedly in the 
foliage there. He stands with his feet 
firmly planted on the stage, holding his 
chest squarely out, bringing us along 
in his imagination for a stroll through 
a park on the other side of the world. 
Xing recalls his home with longing 
but he’s come to America in order to 
expand China’s “soft power” — a way 
of influencing other cultures through, 
in his case, the film and television 
industry.

Shortly after arriving at “Hollywood 
International Airport,” he’s taken to 
lunch at a gloriously stylized and out- 
rageous version of McDonald’s. The 
scenic design by David Zinn recalls the 
wit and intensity of David LaChapelle 
photographs, the ones in which every 
color of the rainbow is represented and 
then turned up to maximum volume. 
Golden arches, purposefully cut off 
at the center part of the curving “M” 
— possibly to avoid a lawsuit — are 
set against an exuberant ketchup-red 
curtain at the back of the stage. Gaudy, 
bejeweled chandeliers adorn the heads 
of uniformed mannequins. Waiters 


wheel out on roller skates in short- 
shorts while a chorus of dancers shim- 
mies and shakes. 

Out of this extravagant, sardonic 
vision of a hamburger-lovin’ Amer- 
ica, Louis re-enters the show. This 
time she’s not Xing’s girlfriend but a 
reincarnation of Hillary Clinton, con- 
fidently campaigning pre-election. At 
this quasi-McDonald’s, Louis delivers 
“Tm With Her,” a rousing opening 
number. It was the first, and not the 
last, of her performances that brought 
people joyfully to their feet. The song 
is a condensed version of all the opti- 
mism we felt for the candidate, all the 
faith we held in her abilities and in her 
vision of what America could become. 
Louis gets that we still want to believe 
in the daydream of her having become 
the first female president, even though 
we now know it was a lost cause. When 
the actress later performs a lament 
after the election, she’s also able to 
express a desultory tone of disbelief 
and exhaustion. Louis is a powerhouse 
singer who was able to wring catharsis 
from a moment that most of us would 
have liked to share in solidarity with 
the real Hillary. 

In a recent interview with Stephen 
Gong, Executive Director of San 
Francisco's Center for Asian American 
Media, Hwang said his initial pitch 
for Soft Power was a reverse King and 
I. “It Just Takes Time” is his reply to 
“Getting to Know You.” After the Mc- 
Donald’s crowd disperses, Xing tries to 
teach Hillary how to say his name by 
demonstrating the various tones used 
when people speak Chinese. She mis- 
pronounces “Xue Xing” repeatedly, and 
to great comic effect, until she doesn’t. 
The song exemplifies what makes the 
musical moving and surprising. It 
reverses the narrative of, as Hwang 
puts it, whites being the “enlightened, 
civilizing” force as well as finding 
humor in a national tragedy that’s 
both political and personal. When the 
ensemble sang the heartfelt, stunning 
closer “Democracy”, Hwang and Tesori 
succeeded at giving the choked up au- 
dience what it needed most — hope.

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Sorry to Bother You 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero Center Cinema and the 
Alamo Drafthouse New Mission. 
Boots Riley’s dark comedy Sorry to Bother You was recently the 
Centerpiece of the San Francisco International Film Festival — a 
rare case of the given film straight-up deserving its place in the 
center, since it’s one of the best films of 2018. Becoming des- 
perate in his search for work, taciturn Oakland resident Cassius 
Green (Atlanta’s Lakeith Stanfield) takes a job at a scuzzy tele- 
marketing firm. Under the guidance of veteran Langston (Danny 
Glover), Cassius discovers a hidden vocal talent that elevates 
him to the top of a game which proves to be far stranger than 
he could have imagined, and which is tied in with a shady labor 
company run by mega-douche Steve Lift (Armie Hammer). Like 
all the best speculative fiction, the assimilation parable Sorry 
to Bother You is set in a recognizable world that takes certain 
elements to their sometimes terrifying conclusions. Lakeith 
Stanfield continues to prove himself to be one of the best actors 
working today, and he also elevates the normally meh Armie 
Hammer. After his dead-on impersonations of a piece of wood in 
Call Me By Your Name and Final Portrait, Sorry to Bother You may 
be the first time Hammer has actually been compelling onscreen. 
It turns out he plays “privileged asshole bro” very well. Sherilyn

That Summer 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
For a documentary about going to seed, David and Albert 
Maysles’ 1975 Grey Gardens has proven to be surprisingly fertile 
in recent decades. A portrait of the lives of Jacqueline Kennedy’s 
aunt and cousin “Big” Edie and “Little” Edie Beale in a dilapidat- 
ed mansion in East Hampton, N.Y., the Maysles made a follow-up 
in 2006 called The Beales of Grey Gardens. A Broadway music 
opened that same year, followed by a narrative film made for 
HBO in 2009, and it was the subject of the brilliant parody series 
Documentary Now!’s inaugural episode in 2015, surely the highest 
honor. More blood is squeezed from the Bealestone in Géran 
Hugo Olsson’s That Summer, which scrounges up — and pads 
out — an hour of footage that artist Peter Beard shot in 1972. 
(When Beard’s own documentary was through, the Maysles re- 
turned in ’73 and shot what became Grey Gardens.) An odds-and- 
sods compilation that’s even heavier on the squalor porn, That 
30 
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Summer is primarily for Grey Gardens completists 
— you know who you are — in the manner of those 
gray-market recordings of the pre-fame Beatles in 
Hamburg. But as those Hamburg recordings have 

a stone-cold classic in “Cry for a Shadow,” Beard’s 
footage has some worthy additions to the Beale- 
canon, especially “Imagine having raccoons in East 
Hampton.” Imagine, indeed. SC 


The King 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Clay Theater. 
What does Elvis Presley mean to American cul- 
ture now? Eugene Jarecki’s terrific documentary 
The King ponders this question as he takes Elvis’ 
very-nearly-roadworthy 1963 Rolls Royce around 
the country in the year leading up to the 2016 elec- se 
tion. Picking up celebrities and civilians from all SALLY 
walks of life, Jarecki draws parallels between Elvis’ 
rise and fall and how deeply fame and success can 
screw up a person, and the similar decline of the so- 
called American Dream as represented by the trag- 
edy of the words “President Trump.” (Jarecki never 
theorizes how lifelong Republican Elvis would have 
voted, because that isn’t the point.) A recurring 
debate is what obligation Elvis had to Black culture given his 
status and influence — both of which were waning considerably 
by the height of the Civil Rights movement in the 1960s — and 
the point-counterpoint between Chuck D and Van Jones on the 
subject of cultural appropriation is worth the price of admission. 
The King presupposes some familiarity with Elvis’ life story, and 
Malcolm Leo and Andrew Solt’s 1981 This Is Elvis, streamable on 
Amazon, is an excellent primer. The King is also helped immea- 
surably by Jarecki being able to use actual Elvis recordings, which 
isn’t always the case with documentaries. Hearing the real deal 
makes a world of difference. SC 


Three Identical Strangers 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the Alamo Drafthouse Theater and AMC 
Kabuki8. 
When Bobby Shafran, Eddy Galland, and David Kellman met 
for the first time, their story made national headlines. Tim Ward- 
le’s Three Identical Strangers begins with the then-19-year-old 
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triplets’ chance reunion and sudden fame in the early 1980s. The 
director initially creates a jubilant mood by alternating between 
talking-head interviews with family members and friends and 
archival footage of the brothers’ TV appearances on The Today 
Show and The Phil Donahue Show. But what starts as a sunny 
biography changes tonally at the midpoint when Ellen Cervone, 
a friend of David’s, says, “That’s when things got funky.” Until 
then, the present-day interviews only feature Bobby and David 
on camera. When we find out what’s happened to Eddy in the 
intervening years, Strangers embarks on an unsettling investiga- 
tion of the adoption agency that found homes for the brothers. 
Wardle discovers that a renowned child psychiatrist named Dr. 
Peter Neubauer (1913-2008) was in cahoots with the agency. 
Together, they deliberately separated twins and triplets who had 
been given up for adoption in order to study the psychological 
effects of nature-versus-nurture. As a proxy and apologist for the 
late Neubauer, one of his former research assistants Dr. Natasha 
Josefowitz has this to say: “You may think, “This is terrible. How 
could you do this?’ This was all in terms of research, an opportu- 
nity.”

“Seacuterie” is one of those port- 
manteaus that will either strike you as 
hopelessly clumsy or a springboard toa 
plate full of things you've never tried be- 
fore. (It can be both, but it’s probably go- 
ing to elicit a stronger reaction.) At Cafe 
Boho in the Marina, you ought to trust 
that it wouldn't be on the menu absent a 
good reason, and let yourself be taken in 
by the presence of tuna pastrami, a 
salmon napoleon — it looks a little like 
some cream-cheese-frosted bite from a 
1960s bridge club, but bear with it — and 
a good old salmon rillette, plus a “stur- 
geon boudin blanc.” 

Have I lost you? 

Give in. Cafe Boho, a two-month-old 
restaurant on Steiner Street in the Ma- 
rina, matches its inventiveness against 
its technical execution, and the final 
result is most winning. The name is trite 
and there are a couple of rough edges 
that could be sanded down, but this 
place should be on your radar, pinging 
like an nuclear-armed sub. 

The world has duck confit enough, 
so go spelunking in and around that 
seacuterie board ($32), beautifully 
assembled and studded with roe and 
pickled vegetables among the hunks 
of sourdough, as well as some mustard 
you ll probably never touch. And while 
happy hour menus are riddled with 
miniature pizzas and various bar snacks 
in that idiom, it’s nice to see a rotating 
flatbread ($14) buried under so much 
frisee and shavings of watermelon rad- 
ish that you aren't even sure if there’s 
goat cheese under there at all. Asmoked 
peach salad ($14) suffered from blobs 
of blue-gray pesto-adjacent sauce that 
looked unfortunately like mold, but the 
stone fruits in their nest of greens and 
dotted with macadamias don’t even 
need the ellipsoids of ricotta at either 
end of the platter. 

Unlike penne, the utilitarian 
workhorse of the pasta world that’s 
always functioning solely as a delivery 
mechanism for a sauce, fat ribbons of 
pappardelle can be almost too luscious, 
prone to getting tangled up in what- 
ever they're meant to be dressed with. 
Full of black garlic and ricotta, Boho’s 
pappardelle is high summer dropping 
into autumn, an array of squash and 
wax beans dusted with fennel pollen, 
light yet eggy-rich ($21). Tender octo- 
pus ($32) manages to take a back seat 
to several preparations of corn, grilled 
kernels and a sweet reduction being the 
two that face front. A load-bearing wall

of grapefruit and basil, like a blending 
grape that provides structure to a wine, 
gave that dish some right angles. 
Among these summery delights, 
you ll find a litany of standard items: 
Liberty duck breast, a Niman Ranch 
burger, tuna tartare. Choose judiciously 
among them and stay adventurous — 
or, in the case of brunch, stay opulent. 
Rather than steaming mussels in garlic 
and white wine, Boho’s come in a rouille 
thickened with créme fraiche so it’s 
almost like a smoked cheddar broth 
($19). And avocado toast’s arms race 
is on, this Aussie cliche having become 
what outrageous Bloody Mary garnish- 
es were like in 2011: an excuse to go 
totally nuts. Lime and salt render this 
avocado toast ($14) nearly into guaca- 
mole, and a glorious mess of pickles and 
greens is topped with a poached egg. 
One commonality here is bread: 
It’s the substrate to almost everything 
Cafe Boho does. It shows up again in 
the lobster and burrata ($24), which is 
hard to classify. It’s arguably a bit much 


for brunch, but also a little extra for 
dinner. No matter, as the burrata can’t 
smother the slices of green tomato — 
and if the lobster is a little gray rather 
than red-orange-pink, it’s still bathing 
in a super-acidic sauce with pistachio 
for crunch. Boldness and determination 
carry the day. 

For such a wine-filled atmosphere, 
selections by the glass are few and 
lacking much personality, clearly cho- 
sen to amplify the kitchen’s labors 
and not stand on their own; a Chateau 
Lasségue Bordeaux was nothing if 
not tight. Among the cocktails, the 
rosewater-tinged Rosary ($10), made 
with Cocchi Americano and Dolin dry 
vermouth, felt like a church wedding. If 
the chocolate-walnut notes in the Little 
Boy ($10) were a bit out of step with the 
season, it’s still lovely on the merits. It’s 
a low-ABV menu, but order enough of 
those and you'll be a Fat Man. (I assume 
nuclear war is the context; it’s not hard 
to think of something a little more “bo- 
hemian,” I guess, but that’s also getting

creepy.) And a big old bottomless cup of 
coffee with brunch is only two dollars. 

I don't especially want to poo-poo 
the Marina, or even meta-poo-poo it by 
leveraging other people’s well-trod ob- 
jections to the neighborhood's vibe into 
another give-it-a-chance entreaty. Cafe 
Boho’s interior, full of glassed-in wine 
racks, doesn’t exactly scream “neigh- 
borhood restaurant” — it’s little more 
than a signifier of money, really — and 
the plates are maddeningly small, barely 
larger than saucers. The interior is un- 
necessarily loud, so full of hard surfaces 
that one fussy toddler can all but bring 
brunch service to a halt. But the food is 
Left Bank to the core.

San Franciscans pounce when- 
ever the Hello Kitty food truck makes a rare 
seasonal appearance, so it’s news that the 
Bay Area just greeted a Hello Kitty Mini 
Cafe. That cafe opened to multi-hour lines 
of passionate fans on June 22 as the ex- 
pressionless cat got out of the bag in San 
Jose. 

Unless you're a zealous fan of this 
endearing Japanese cartoon character, 
though, there’s really no reason to go to 
the Hello Kitty Mini Cafe. 

But a lot of you are humongous Hello 
Kitty fans, and it’s a tremendous novelty 
to have only the third Hello Kitty Cafe in 
the U.S. for an open-ended pop-up run 
on Santana Row, the upscale San Jose 
shopping district about an hour’s drive 
from San Francisco. Throngs of Hello 
Kitty fans will make this Hajj, and may 
then have to stand in line for their San- 
rio-slathered cakes, cookies, cold drinks, 
and coffee. Although the five-hour wait 
times of Grand Opening weekend have 
died down, but could remain at Bi-Rite 
Ice Cream-caliber lengths on weekends. 

The cafe itself is shockingly tiny, with 
no internal seating, and only six to eight 
customers can fit at a time. You can’t see 
the menu until you're almost inside, so 
you ll have to decide what you want very

quickly within a claustrophobic, hurry- 
up-and-get-out ambience. 

But there’s plenty of nice, shaded 
seating in a courtyard out front, even 
during peak crowd times. Hello Kitty 
Cafe staff are exceedingly cheerful, espe- 
cially for people who are slammed their 
whole shift. 

The big payoff is your squee ameri- 
cano, cafe mocha, or cappuccino topped 
with perfectly executed Hello Kitty latte 
art. It might be a little watery, but a 
strawberry mint lemonade was excep- 
tional. Even better are the strawberry 


dream and frozen mocha chip smoothies. 


They’re essentially milkshakes.) 

Overall, the menu is a little more ex- 
pansive than the Hello Kitty Food Truck, 
but as with the truck, this food is clearly 
not prepared on-site. All those macarons, 
cookies, and one-serving cakes are pre- 
packaged and not of high culinary qual- 
ity. But it’s Sanrio — so the packaging 
and presentation are off-the-charts cute. 

The adorable foodstuffs look like they 
will make perfect gifts! They won't. Items 
with fondant or soft frosting immediate- 
ly begin to degrade in the San Jose heat. 
If you carry around your pastry box for 
a few hours shopping, you will likely dis- 
cover its contents destroyed. 

Prices are on par with posh San Fran- 
cisco cafes, though it’s just a very limited 
menu of beverages and pastries. 

But the Hello Kitty Mini Cafe cannot 
be evaluated on any normal restaurant 
metric. You go for the Kitty kred, and 
this itty-bitty space delivers joy way 
beyond its tiny operational capacities. 
Weekend visits still involve long lines,

Go Eat This Now: 
Dim Sum at Hang 
Ah Tea Room

On its surface, Hong Ah Tea 
Room evokes the same feelings as many 
other dim sum joints: It’s underground, it’s 
loud, and there are accents of red and gold 
everywhere. While everything from 
chicken feet to cold Chinese broccoli is 
wonderful, Hang Ah is renowned for its 
dumplings — which they've been serving 
for 98 years, making it the oldest dim sum 
restaurant in America. So here’s a list of 
some of the most valuable players. 

The har gow are No. 1, among the 
best I’ve ever had. These traditional 
Cantonese shrimp dumplings are per- 
fect little teardrop shapes, 
with about 10 tiny pleats malar

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imprinted around the tip. Their thin pale 
wrapper is sturdy and gelatinous, with 

a glorious pillowy texture, while the 
insides are full of nothing but plump, 
sweet-and-savory shrimp. These little 
beauts don’t need scallions, celery, or 
any other veggies; they’re truly simplici- 
ty at its finest. 

Next on our boulette voyage are the 
won tons in a special chili sauce. These 
aren't usually seen on a starting dim 
sum line-up, but they are delightful 
little devils, consisting of pork meatballs 
draped in a square, doughy wrapper and 
steeped in chili oil, garlic, and scallion. 
Their clean, tight texture lets the chili 
and meaty filling shine through, and 
they burst in your mouth with a strong, 
cutting tinge from the onions. 

Xiao long bao — also known as XLB 
— are the Shanghainese soup dump- 
lings that are just too delicious to leave 
off this list. They’re flat and full of soup, 
giving them a jiggly texture. The top of 
the dumpling has been pinched prior to 
steaming, which can then be used as a 
spout to sip out the hot broth. At Hang 
Ah they come in little ceramic soup 
spoons so there is no risk of breaking 
their thin skin while transporting them 
to your plate. Bite, slurp, eat, repeat. 

Finally, the fun gor or purse dump- 
lings are a perfect way to conclude the 
tasting. They’re big, delicious pouches, 
steamed and packed with shrimp, pork, 
peanuts, chives, and cilantro. Made with 
a thicker, starchier wrapper than their 
peers, these translucent dumplings have 
a glorious chew. The crunch from the 
peanuts adds to the texture, and the 
surf-and-turf meatball filling is packed 
with an explosion of umami. This dump- 
ling is the most filling on this list, so 
save some room. 

While there are plenty of great 
Chinese restaurants in San Francisco, 
Hang Ah takes the (scallion pan)cake. 
It’s a little off the beaten path, yet it 
feels like a well kept secret, and noth- 
ing on the menu will let you down. 

I hope they’re open for another 100 
years and don’t change a damn thing.

Early on in Lost, an expedition 
deep into the jungle shows the location 
of the Black Rock. It’s a masted 19th-cen- 
tury slave ship, of course, and not some 
big onyx stone. It’s full of dynamite, a 
200-foot tsunami had carried it miles in- 
land more than a century before a French 
biologist found it, and it was near that gi- 
ant, four-toed statue. 

The overly complicated mythology 
of J.J. Abrams’ ultimately unsatisfying 
show feels a little like the interior of 
Last Rites, a new quasi-tiki cocktail 
bar in the Duboce Triangle space that 
formerly housed The Residence. In what 
appears to be a sincere effort not to 
trample on anyone’s cultural heritage 
by remixing a bunch of tropes from the 
Caribbean and the South Pacific into an 
offensive mess with all the coherence 
of a diorama of penguins chilling with 
Santa at the North Pole, Last Rites went 
a little dark. 

That’s both literal and figurative. 

I don’t know that I’ve ever had such 

a tough time reading a menu in my 
entire life, but the dimness functions 
mostly as a way of concealing the lack 
of imagination. It’s “Polynesian noir,” 
and part of the bar is constructed out of 
genuine fuselage — reclaimed space-age 
polymer? — but otherwise it’s mostly a 
bunch of fake leaves and a human skull 
the size of King Kong’s. 

But all that matters are the drinks, 
and let’s all breathe a sigh of relief that 
they clock in at around $12 and not 
$16. Of all the Catholic Church’s sacra- 
ments, the Last Rites is the spookiest. 
As priestly rituals go, it’s not as boozy 
as the Eucharist, but the proximity to 
death should send an electrifying shiver 
up your spine. Let that be in the form of 
the Last Rites cocktail, a mix of Mount 
Gay Black Barrel rum, house white rum, 
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an overproof rum blend, lime, passion 
fruit syrup, Blackstrap molasses syrup, 
a “Last Rites mix,” anda charred stick 
of cinnamon as potent as palo santo. It 
comes in a skull-adorned commemora- 
tive glass, and you're only permitted to 
order two of them before some demonic 
Welsh chieftain named Caedmal slays 
your friend and leaves you with the tab. 
Put it down on a wooden chest that 
looks like what Washington bureaucrats 
chose to store the Ark of the Covenant 
in at the end of Raiders of the Lost Ark. 
Indiana Jones references show up here 
and there, from the Kali Maa’s Doom 
(a gin-and-pisco concoction with Sau- 
vignon blanc and vanilla cream that’s a 
nod to the leader of the underground 
Thuggee cult around whom you'd better 
cover your heart) to the Jock Lindsey (a 
very celery-forward tequila-and-mezcal 
number named for Harrison Ford’s 
seaplane pilot). Celery shows up again 
in the Hetch Hetchy, an otherwise won- 
derfully spicy cocktail that might replace 
San Francisco’s water supply if we bring 
three magical stones together so that 
they glow. 
If you want to get even more violent 
than the Temple of Doom, there’s also 
a Legend of Xtabay cocktail made with 
buttered popcorn-infused rum and cacao 
nib-infused Angostura bitters, named 
for a shape-shifting Mayan temptress. 
Security is ready at the door in case any- 
body tries to feed you to the crocodiles, 
though. As the menu marks every cock- 
tail’s base spirit(s) with an X, one column 
is conspicuously absent of any: brandy. 
That’s probably because the parish priest 
swiped it from the liquor cabinet of the 
last person he anointed in preparation 
for them to meet their maker. Or the 
Smoke Monster.

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Switch On 


Body/Head

The book on Kim Gordon has 


already been written. She wrote it her- 
self. 

For those eager to relive the long 
nights and bright days of Gordon’s 30- 
year tenure as a founding member of 
the influential noise-rock outfit Sonic 
Youth, look no further than Girl in a 
Band, Gordon’s astutely candid 2015 
memoir. These days Gordon, 65, isn’t 
terribly interested in rehashing the 
past. 

With Sonic Youth — and her mar- 
riage to band guitarist Thurston Moore 
— both behind her, she’s managed to 
stay plenty busy with art shows, film 
appearances, and a new gig as one-half 
of the experimental guitar duo Body/ 
Head. 

Together, Gordon and musician Bill 
Nace mine beauty from minimalist 
depths with sonically abstract compo- 
sitions that may barely run 60 seconds 
or evolve with molasses precision over 
the course of 17 minutes. Following 
Body/Head’s 2013 debut, Coming 
Apart, and the 2016 live album, No 
Waves, the two have united once more 
for The Switch. 

Clocking in at 40 minutes in all, 
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Body/Head’s latest record continues 
the band’s narrative of melodic, heavy 
meditations, underscored by Gordon’s 
vocals and two guitars locked in rous- 
ing dialogue. While some might see the 
lack of percussion as an obstacle to be 
conquered, Gordon and Nace instead 
find their particular arrangement in- 
vigorating. 

“We don’t see it as limited,” Gordon 
says. We make rhythms with our 
guitars.” 

Nace notes that the guitar is, in 
some senses, both things at once — an 
instrument with physical boundaries 
as well as a conduit to an endless array 
of possibilities. 

“it’s nice that way,” Gordon agrees. 
“It’s different from a synthesizer, 
where it can seem like it has so many 
possibilities, but it always just sounds 
like a synthesizer.” 

The process of creating a Body/ 
Head album is fairly atypical by mod- 
ern music standards. Rathering than 
Gordon or Nace writing songs for the 
two of them to polish in the studio, 
they enter each recording empty-hand- 
ed. Instead, under the guidance of en- 
gineer Justin Pizzoferrato, they simply 
start playing.

You might assume such freedom 
might lead to an ungodly amount of 
raw tape to sort through, but Nace 
says that putting The Switch together 
didn’t involve a sustained campaign of 
searching for diamonds in the rough of 
manifold recordings. 

“It usually doesn’t work like that,” 
he says. “Sometimes, it’s the first track 
we do that ends up being used, and 
then like the third one and the sixth. 
We try not to have too much material.” 

This policy matches the mood of 
Body/Head’s sound, which falls some- 
where in the murky ether between free 
jazz and post-punk. Technically, these 
songs have lyrics, but the allure of 
Gordon’s voice is most felt in the eerie 
textures her vocals create. 

Body/Head further elevate this 
atmosphere at its live performances 
— such as its July 14 show at Mission 
venue The Lab — by projecting slowed- 
down film selections. Gordon men- 
tions that one of the first ones they 
incorporated into their sets was the 
1969 French picture Coming Apart. 

“It’s a Rip Torn film where almost 
nothing happens,” Gordon says. “It all 
takes place in his apartment, and ev- 
erything moves so slow.”

Other selections include the 1978 
British thriller The Driver and the 1973 
Raymond Chandler adaptation The 
Long Goodbye. Gordon explains she’s 
recently taken to watching films about 
Los Angeles, especially the work of 
Robert Altman. 

In fact, Gordon says she often pro- 
cesses things through a visual lens, 
although she’s quick to clarify that 
Body/Head is not some kind of synes- 
thesia fever dream. 

“No colors,’ she insists. “I’m not 
hearing any colors. I think, more than 
a visual thing, there’s a spatial sense 
to it. I feel like ’'m aware of how the 
sound interacts between us in a spatial 
way. 

For Nace, The Switch represents 
some of Gordon’s most inspired guitar 
work to date. 

“The shit sounds dope,” he says. “I 
thought she killed it. Playing live now 
— especially following our first record 
— I think our roles are really changing 
by the minute. On this one especially, 
Kim’s kind of taken the lead with a lot 
of the playing, which is cool.” 

Speaking with Gordon and Nace, it’s 
clear that intuition plays a pivotal role 
in Body/Head. Gordon mentions that 
she and Nace actually spent a few days 
in the studio nearly two years before 
they gathered in Western Massachu- 
setts in July 2017 for the sessions that 
would become The Switch. 

Gordon and Nace know what they 
want, and they know when they have 
it. There’s no replicating the chemistry 
of Sonic Youth, but in Body/Head, 
Gordon has found a new kindred spirit 
willing to revel in the unsettling splen- 
dor of guitar exorcisms alongside her. 

They're also not finished yet. It 
seems there are more chapters yet to 
be written for Gordon. 

“This isn’t really something we’re 
revisiting,” Nace explains. “There’s like 
a weird narrative that we’re a ‘project, 
but we’re playing shows and working 
on stuff. We’re a band.” 

Gordon’s analysis is slightly more 
succinct.” 

“We're looking forward to our soph- 
omore slump.”

Former KUSF DJs flip the switch on KXSF 102.5 FM after years-long legal battle.

The morning of Tuesday, Jan. 18, 
2011 shocked the broadcasters at KUSF 
90.3 FM. In the middle of a program, the 
transmitter for the 34-year-old station 
unexpectedly shut off, and the DJs were 
kicked out. Everyone present was told 
that the seminal station, which intro- 
duced alternative music to much of the 
Bay Area, had been sold for more than $4 
million. 

A 7-year-long battle ensued, in 
which KUSF volunteers and supporters 
lobbied the FCC to overturn the sale. 
The FCC eventually OK ed the Univer- 
sity of San Francisco selling 90.3 FM to 
the Classical Public Radio Network, but 
community radio supporters continued 
on. They created KUSF in Exile and San 
Francisco Community Radio (SFCR) 
as a nonprofit, online-only station and 
applied for a low-power FM license that 
would bring them back to terrestrial 
airwaves. (Full disclosure, I was a KUSF 
broadcaster for several years.) 

On July 10, 2018, that group of 
broadcasters will officially begin trans- 
mission at 102.5 KXSF-FM. The station 
will only reach San Francisco residents 
from its transmitter atop Mt. Sutro, 
sandwiched between the hip-hop hits 
of Q102.1 and the R&B of KBLX — but 
it will pack plenty of cultural punch. 
Like the original 90.3 FM, KXSF will 
broadcast a wide variety of music, as 
well as educational, arts, and cultural 
programs in multiple languages. 

“It’s a great vindication,” said 
programmer and music department 
head Gage Kenady, who joined SFCR 
in 2012. “The station was built from 
the ousted DJs of KUSF who ... pulled 


themselves up by their bootstraps. It 
was a bunch of people who learned 
along the way.” 

KXSF will broadcast for 12 hours 
per day, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. and 10 
p.m. to 4a.m., with a 24-hour online 
stream. The yet-to-be-finalized pro- 
gram schedule will be similar to SFCR’s 
and broadcasting will continue out of 
the station's existing space in Bayview’s 
Lightrail Studios. (The remaining hours 
will be programmed by SF Public Press, 
which will share the 102.5 signal as 
KSFP which has yet to set a launch date 
while it develops programming and 
secures grants.) 

“We're focusing on news talk pro- 
gramming, cultural affairs and civic 
engagement, programming that’s going 
to be like public radio [but] with more 
of a fresh and very local view,” says 
KSFP Program Manager Stacy Bond. 
KSFP is developing a number of origi- 
nal and curated programs, along with 
partnership series that highlight ongo- 
ing events such as the Public Library’s 
LGBTQI Radar Reading series. 

“San Francisco is the city of silos. 

... All communities have their own 
needs agendas and voices but they all 
work and organize and exist separate- 
ly. There’s nothing we all really rally 
around; we want to be that opportuni- 
ty,’ Bond says. 

Veteran KUSF DJ Carolyn Keddy, 
who has been spinning punk, garage, 
rock, and more since 1990, will be the 
first broadcaster on KXSF at noon. 

“T’ve been stressing out about [that 
first show] and I’ve been trying to find 
the first song to play,’ Keddy, who 
wrote the paperwork to create SFCR as 
a nonprofit, tells SF Weekly. “Just that 


first song ... I’m thinking The Ramones’ 
‘I Want The Airwaves’ or The Modern 
Lovers’ ‘Roadrunner, or maybe The 
Nerve Breakers’ ‘Hijack The Radio.’ 
We're not hijacking it, we're legit — but 
it’s a good anthem.” 

Keddy’s program is one of very 
few where listeners can tune in to 
find such sounds, but it’s not the only 
radio survivor. KXSF broadcasts metal 
on The Creep Show, German music on 
Kraut Out Loud, long-time radio theater 
program Shoestring Radio Theater, and 
connects the dots between a variety of 
genres on Sleeves on Hearts and a dozen 
other programs. Listeners will have an 
opportunity to meet some of these DJs 
at a launch party on Saturday, July 7 at 
Bender’s Bar and Grill in the Mission. 

That diversity in programming is 
essential to Fari Agharabi, a broadcast- 
er who ran three programs on KUSF 
and who so loved the station that she 
remotely programmed her classical 
guitar and French music shows while 
living in Montreal for several years. 
Agharabi also penned a letter to the 
FCC noting the cultural impact of 
KUSE, which then broadcast in nine 
languages. 

“With all the changes in San Fran- 
cisco ... it’s really important to not 
fall apart in terms of culture, in terms 
of unity, in terms of what makes the 
city what it is and how different it has 
always been from everywhere else,” 
Agharabi says from her home in the 
Richmond, adding that community ra- 
dio programs highlight and respect the 
city’s diversity. 

Agharabi will program her 
long-running Francofun, as well Don't 
Fret and Ad Lib, on KXSF but the sta- 
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tion is a family affair. Her sons, ages 
6 and 11, have half-hour programs on 
SFCR that will also transition to the 
terrestrial station. Along with Above 
The Fog, a program run by 16-year-old 
DJ Sutro, SFCR emphasizes educating 
and training young broadcasters and 
plans to continue to do so as KXSF. 
“T’ve been doing this for so long, 
you kinda get set in your ways and it 


can get a little boring, but then you get 


these younger kids who are excited,” 
Keddy says. “I always hear about how 
kids don’t listen to the radio. ... But 
there are kids interested in the radio. I 
like that. It inspires me a little.” 

There will still be plenty of work 
ahead for KXSF’s 50-something vol- 
unteers, all of whom have to meet 
volunteer requirements. Money is 
always an issue — SFCR raised tens 
of thousands of dollars over the past 
seven years, but running a terrestrial 
station is twice as expensive as an 
internet broadcast — and the station 
will continue to host benefits and seek 
underwriters. KXSF is also looking for 
volunteers and always accepts dona- 
tions. 

“The whole political climate and ev- 


erything else is getting so one note and 


small voices are getting drowned out, 
so it seems like we need community 
radio,” Keddy says. “We keep the little 
voices still percolating and keep things 
a little more sane.”

Seamlessly blending elements of Mexican folkloric music and modern indie-pop, Y La Bamba is the brainchild of musician 
Luz Elena Mendoza’s individualism and sheer creativity. Born in San Francisco and raised primarily in Oregon, Mendoza 
found early musical inspiration spending summers in the Central Valley with her cousins, immersing herself in Mexican cul- 
ture and music. After an enlightening trip to India, she knew her only path moving forward would be creating music. Upon 
self-releasing Y La Bamba’s debut album Alida St. in 2008 — a record that was mainly a Mendoza solo effort — the group co- 
alesced around the release of its acclaimed 2010 sophomore album Lupon, produced by Chris Funk of The Decemberists. Y 
La Bamba would go on to receive unanimous praise for 2012’s Court the Storm, which hears Mendoza displaying her song- 
writing prowess with a sense of vulnerability that helps connect her with the listener. When speaking of her decision to sing 
both in English and Spanish in an interview with Bust, Mendoza claims, “I write in Spanish because it wants to be sung. I 
write in English because it wants to be said. And for so many reasons | can’t understand, well, that is left to the unknown.

After spending years cementing himself as a staple of Austin’s rock scene, guitarist and vocalist Joshua Logan is ready to in- 
troduce his new multifaceted solo creative outlet, Chief White Lightning. Born in New Mexico but having spent most his life 
in Austin, Logan is profoundly inspired by his Southwestern upbringing both in his music and sense of style, as he is usually 
seen donning a custom-made white suit adorned with unique patches each with a special meaning. Logan’s desire to start 
Chief White Lightning began after he relocated to Long Beach three years ago, partly inspired by the local punk and psych 
rock groups in his new home, along with his past in writing pop and grunge. The project hit full gear for Logan after teaming 
up with musicians Jonas Wilson and Paul Pulvirenti, with Logan claiming via press release, “It felt like I was writing pop 
songs from my childhood. I started remembering everything I grew up on. Started getting that feeling.” While Chief White 
Lightning’s self-titled debut album is not set for release until July 13, pre-released singles “City’s Alive” and “Beach Blonde 
Heritage” are a positive indicator that Logan has delivered a raw, no-gimmicks rock album that echoes spirits of the genre's 
past with its feet firmly planted in the 21st century.

Since the release of its 2008 breakthrough EP Exquisite Corpse, Warpaint has mesmerized listeners with its hypnotic, medi- 
tative sound, thanks in part to vocalists and guitarists Emily Kokal and Theresa Wayman’s natural ability to create textured, 
dreamy atmospheres. While Warpaint is going stronger than ever, Wayman has quietly been working on her own material 
over the past decade, and last month saw the release of her debut solo album LoveLaws, released under her new moniker 
“TT,” which simultaneously a fond nickname and abbreviation for Theresa. While LoveLaws operates in a similar, hazy terri- 
tory as Warpaint’s discography, the album stands apart in sound, heavily influenced by ’90s trip-hop that Wayman listened 
to in her youth. Standout track “Love Leaks” perfectly encompasses the album’s warm intimacy and mystifying aura, as the 
track is built upon delicate layers of guitars and spacey beats, as Wayman laments over a troublesome past relationship. 
When speaking to NME of her songwriting process over the years, Wayman confesses, “There’s two sides to myself that 
don't really go together. But then the process of this album and writing about it, I’ve balanced those things and I’m settled. I 
feel OK with how it is, and I can wait for the right thing to fit.” Tim Casagrande

In a recent column, you said you never hear from 
married couples whose sex life got better and more 
frequent over the years. Well, now you have. My wife 
and I were married 24 years ago, and we are currently 
having more sex and better sex than we did in the first 
years of our marriage.

It helped that we shared some 
kinks and were both up for what we agreed would be 
a nice and mostly companionate marriage. So we got 
married. And, wow, did everything change! We went 
from once a month to a couple times a week. Turns out 
he needed that emotional attachment to feel safe and 
secure enough to open up and relax and enjoy himself. 
We’ve been married for years now. The sex is still good. 
It’s not as frequent as it once was, but it’s really good 
when we have it. So, yes, sometimes it does get better! 

Woman In Fucking Ecstasy 


Am I the first or the hundredth person to write in? 
Yes, sex for us got better after marriage. I suspect you 
don't see it in your inbox very often because this isn’t 
what most people would consider a problem and we 
don’t want to waste your time! All it took for the sex 
to get better was practice and paying attention to cues 
and solving problems. I strongly suspect that persever- 
ance and a bit of luck were also major factors. 

Practice, Practice, Practice 


My sex life improved after marriage. I am a straight 
male with a highly stigmatized kink. I was deeply

ashamed of my sexual interest even before my mother 
discovered my porn when I was 14 and told me I was a 
pervert that no decent woman would ever want. When 
I met my wife, our sex life was okay—but I was never 
fully present, because I would have to concentrate on 
my fantasies in order to sustain an erection. I even- 
tually retreated into masturbation. My wife knew I 
was masturbating in the middle of the night instead 
of having sex with her, and that led to some enormous 
fights. So I told her about my kink, fully expecting 
that it would result in the collapse of my marriage. We 
didn’t speak about it for a week, and then she calmly 
asked me if I wanted to do this with her instead of just 
watching porn about it. 

Partnership Improved Sexual Situation 


I fucked my husband on our first date because I 
wanted to see if he was any good. He wasn't. But I liked 
him, so we kept at it. I have some physical ailments 
that can make sex painful. I also suffer from depression 
and anxiety, I’m on the autism spectrum, and I've 
experienced sexual trauma. I addressed my problems 
through counseling, medication, physical therapy, and 
even surgery. My problems are not 100 percent fixed, 
and we don’t have sex as often as either of us would 
like, but when we have it, it’s worlds better than when 
we started out. For me, being comfortable with my 
husband and secure in the relationship made it so much 
easier to communicate and work on fixing the problems 
together. It sounds cheesy, but marriage counseling re- 
ally helped. It helped my husband understand himself 
and his reactions better, and it helped cement the idea 
of “ours” instead of “yours” as it related to the problems 
I was dealing with at the time. That he was willing to 
see a counselor and work on sex were also good signs. If 
I had a partner who was unwilling to talk about sex or 
try to fix it, I'd kick his ass to the curb without blinking. 
So with the help of counseling, I got him on board with 
dirty talk during sex (because it’s important for me) 
and I worked (and still work) on telling him what to 
do when we bone. He can’t read my body language, so 
a lot of the improvement came down to me being more 
comfortable with giving him instructions. We also have 
plenty of sex that isn’t P in V, which takes the pressure 
off both of us. Iimagine you probably don’t hear from 
folks like us because, in addition to being less likely, we 
don’t have much to write in about. But we exist! 

Counseling Helped Our Marriage Persist 


My sex life actually did get better after I married 
my partner. I struggled with erectile dysfunction 
during my courtship with my wife. It really didn’t settle 
down until wed been married for a while. I had trust 
issues and guilt issues—boring stories—and I got a lot 
more comfortable once wed made that commitment. 
Now we have two kids, and we have sex almost weekly. 
(Hey, that’s good for 40-year-olds!) I doubt it’s the 
norm, Dan, but that’s what happened with me. 

Enduring Relationship Eased Cock Troubles 


First, I want thank BETTER, WIFE, PPP, PISS, 
CHOMP, ERECT, and everyone else who wrote in. I 
do feel obligated to point out, however, that these 
are anecdotes, not data. And while there isn’t data 
to back up my position—that sex doesn’t generally 
get better after marriage—my pile of anecdotes 
is a whole lot bigger. So I’m going to continue to 
urge people to establish basic sexual compatibility 
before marriage rather than hoping a so-so sexual 
connection—or a nonexistent one—will somehow 
get better after marriage. But it can be done. You 
just need to have PPP’s luck or be married to some- 
one willing to do the work, like CHOMP’s spouse 
was, or fortunate enough to wind up with someone 
willing take the leak, like PISS’s spouse was.
